A Manududton to the 
Moft Univerfal, and of all che Stones and 
Tinétures in the mineral Kingdome; out of 
which, metallic Tin&ures (in other Things, 
by Themfelves ) ought not to be foughr, as 
he arteltsin many places, Burin This, he 
moft evidently fhows, befides the Original, 
Great Univerfal of the Seed and Initial mo- 
ther, out of which the other Tinctures pro- 
ceed ( alrhough he names Them not expref- 
ly), that rhete are Six diftin& ditfesing 
Sconesand Tin&ures, of which one Tinges 
fill more powerfully chen Another can. 
And in the bzginning of hisTriumphal Cha- 
riot of Antimony, he defcribes fairly to us 
The Scone of Fire,orTin&ture of Antimony, 
whofe Mercury he reaches to precipitate 
with Oyle of Vitrtol out of Mars, and in 
his own proper Sweer, ted Oile, thar is ex- 
trated from the Sulphur and Salt of Anti- 
mony by the mean of the Spirit of Wine, 
and driven by the Retort, to diflolveand af- 
rerwards to fixe it into a Tingent, fluent 
Stone. This indeed isa particular Tincture 
of Antimony, and yet it is certain Paracelfas 
did fo Exalric, and by fubrile preparations, 
then by reverberations, afterwards by Subli- 
mations, Digeftions, Separations and Difiil- 
lations; ar la,by various reductions and re- 
folutions, (as himfelfe affirms in the fourth 


of his Archidoxes) brought it to fuch a Pair

Tingent Spirit is driven forth, to Satiareo- 
per’d pee pored Gold wich Ics own blood, 
and by its proper mear ¿nd drink to make it 
fugitive and solari, Thenaron, This vo- 
Jatil Goid rhus Satiate wich Irs own meat 
and its own Jrinke, refumesirs own blood, 
and Dryesic up by Its own Internal Herr, 
by the help of a vaporous firs,whenve enfues 
another victory, whwh makes ic fully fixe, 
and highly perfeverant,fo chac now the Gold 
as med’cin more chen fixe To the fome 
Senfe, the fame Aurhor, fome pages afrer 
adds;Althensh the Afars and Vena: ( of this 
Arc) doe nor ftand in need of any velture, 
but are able ro give ic tothe other five; yet I

able to impart to his Subjects any thing of 
his own veíture : becaufe nature has given to 
it but only One rich Suit ; unlefle the Ser- 
vant firft do further enrich his Lord. Anda 
little afrer,he adds : The King cannot com- 
municate with his Servants any of his here-. 
ditary honour,nr give them a laltingCourt- 
gallantry of habit, unlefle char firt he do re- 
ceive, penñons and Tributes from his Sub- 
jects. And now, fince This isfo, It may be 
askr, and that indeed nor without an emi- 
nent caufe, How it fhould be, That rhe Tin- 
éture of Sol, according to its Effenrial Dif- 
ference can nanu oir rrom the Tinóture of?

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mes and Aars, or any other of the Tin- 
ures ; namely if the vulgar Gold be not a-

the fubjeét of the whole Alchymical Arc, 
all the wayes that can be imagined ;by baths, 
by dungs, by Afhes, anda multiplicity ofo- 
ther fires, which yet are found in the Philo- 
fophers books ; and yet for all that I found 
no good.

The Error there- 
fore of this Art,is,not to findthe Fire which 
curnesthe whole matter into the crue Stone 
fof the Philofophers. Take it chen for thy ftu-, 
dy;for if I had found chisFire ar firft,Thad nor 
ferred two hundred Timés in my practice up- 
on the matter: wherefore l wonder not, 
f:har fo many,and great Wits, have notcome 
at the work. They erre, have erred, and will 
srre (till, becaufe the Philotophers have nor 
fer downe the proper Agent; one only ex- 
cepted, Artephius by name, but he {peaks 
‘or himfelfesand if I had not read Artephins- 
ind bedidhim what he faid, I had never at- 
:ain’d che perfect work, But this is the prac- 
pice, Take it, bruifeic , and bring it down 
fiiligencly by Narurall Contrition, and put 
fic to rhe Fire, and know the proportion of 
Four Fire, namely that ic is to be no ftronger 
hen only to Excite the matter,andina fhort 
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time even thar Fire without any appolition 
of hands, will certainly compleat the whole 
work;for it will pucrety,C orrupt,Generace, 
andperfect,and make to appear in their times- 
che three Principal Colours,Black, White, | 
and Red. And by mediation of our Fire, the 
Med’cin will be multiplyed ifit bz joyn*d: 
with Crude matter,nor only in quanticy,bur 
alfo in virtue. Therefore wichallchy power 
look afterthy Fire, and thou mayit profper 
in thy Work, becaufe ic does the whole 
Worke, and is the key of the Philofophers 
which chey never difcover’d. Buethou fhale 
come toknow it by aright,profound thinking 
upon the properties of the Fire fer down 
before, and no otherwayes, This I write 
out of piety, andrhat I may farisfy thee fi- 
. mally; The Fire is nor Tranímuted wich che 
matter, becaufe It is not ofthe Matter, as I 
told you before. Thus much [ had a mind to. 
fay, and admoniíh che prudent, thae they 
{pend not their money to no purpofe, but 
thatehey fhould know what they are to look 
for, and fo they may atraine to the Truth 
and no Other way. 
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
